
HAVVTHCRNE’S ATTRACTIONS. 

Entries for the Chicago Jockey Clnb’s stake 
events to be ran at the spriag meeting at the 
Hawthorne track this year are annsnaily large 
r in number and include nearly every thorough* 

bred of note in the west and south, and a fair 
delegation from the east. These nominations 
are for the seven spring stakes only. Later in 
the season, probsbly about the first week in 
June, the management will open about sixteen 
additional stake events to be run off at the 
summer end fall meetings. Among these will 
be a number of rich stakes for two>year*old and 
three*year>old colts, and similar stakes for two* 
year-old and three-year-old lllliea, all of which 
will he worth at least $8,000 each. By that time 
racing in the south will have afforded a pretty 
fair line on the merits of the various animals in 
training, and couditloas can be more intelli- 
gently arranged than at present. 

Bteeplechasing will be a feature at Haw 
thorne this year as usual, but will be run on a 
more liberal rcale than ever before. In addi- 
tion to the ordinary puree races the club will . 
offer at least four good-sieed stakes that will 
attract the best of the cross-country timber 
jumpers from the east and from Canada. Haw- 
thorne has made steeplechasing very popular 
in this part of the west, even when conducted 
on the small-purse plan, and with liberal stakes 
as an added inducement the management be- 
lieves the sport will assume greater importance. 

The seven spring stakes for which the entries 
are now at hand will all be decided at the open 
ing meeting of the Hawthorne track which will 
begin in tbe iatter part of May or early in June. 
Manager McEvoy, of tbe Chicago Jockey Club, 
gives tbe r fficial list of nominations to these 
events as follows:

This is an average of ninety-two entries for 
each stage, a very gratifying increase ever the 
showing made in similar early closing events in 
previous years. Besides this the class of horses 
engaged is anuenally high, nearly all the cracks 
from the west and south having been nomi- 
nated. 

Considered from the standpoint of money 
value, tbe Turf Cengress Handicap is tbe most 
important fixture on the ipriug card. In this 
there are ninety-one entries, making a total in 
nominating fees of S910. Allowing that only 
ten start, which is a vary modest estimate, tbe 
additional starting fee of $50 each will make 
tbe full amount $1,410. This, with the $2,000 
added money, will bring the total value of tbe 
stake up to $3,f00. This race, which is at 1 1-16 
miles, will bring out many of the cracks of tbe 
handicap class, the entries including such stars 
as Lieutenant Gibson, Advance Guard, Tbe 
Conqueror, F. W Brode, Yellow Tail, Bannock- 
buro. Dr. Bbeppard, Carnero, Serrano, Tenby, 
Bennevilie, May Beach, Norford, Sidney Lucas, 
Triaditsa, Mint Sauce, Tnlla Fonso, Zoroaster, 
Strangest, W. Overton, Potente, Lieber Karl, 
Algol, St. Simonian, Imperious and a host of 
other good ones. 

Tbe June Stakes, 1 1-8 miles, weight for age, 
with winning penalties t od uon-winning allow- 
ances, has been liberally patronized by owners 
of good three-year-olds and animals of older 
ages, and, as a severe test of the abilities of the 
former, may e Sord a line on some of tbe candi- 
dates engaged in the American Derby, which is 
to be run a little later in the month. 

With the exception of the Turf Congress 



Handicap, which is an added money event, all 
the stakes have a guaranteed value, as follows : 
Jnne Stakes, $2,000; Flight Stakes, $2,000; Spec- 
ulation Stakea, $2,000; Juvenile Stakes, $1,800; 
Test Stakes, $1,800; Hawthorne Stakes, $1,800.
